Spanish legends were acclimated long 


ago in the air at Portsmouth. The word 
Spanish in its old romantic, picturesque 
meaning has long been a part of the at- 
traction of the Isles of Bhuala 10 milea 
at sea. Spanish treasures from wrecked 
Spanish ships built up the fortunes of 
the early islanders, and the tales of the 
digging upon Star Island of a little 
three legged black pot full of gold aud 
silver pieces is an incident within the 
memory of young men. 


Malaga is tho name of one of the Isles 


or Shoals, given in due honor to tho 
land whence came the "four bars of 
solid silver" that built tho sea wall be- 
tween Suiuttynose and Malaga. Tradi" 
tion says Mr. Samuel Haley; who lived 
upon aud owned Bmuttynose, found the 
silver under a stone that he was moving 
in building a well. He built a ropo 
walk as well as the sea wall, making a 
safe harbor next Malaga, planted an or- 
chard and set up windmills. His gravo- 
skme declares that hi) was a man who 
did "a groat public good in building u 
dock and '.receiving into bis enclosure 
many a poor, distressed seamen in dis- 
tress of weather.' 'His grave is beside 
those 14 shallow graves oi Spanish sail- 
ors wrecked in the Segunto "on Smoti- 
uose Isle," as the old Gosport records 
have it. 


"Tho imagination lingers over those 


poor drowned Spanish sailors," wrote 
Celia Thaxter; it strives to figure that 
each man was like, what might have 
been in musical name of eanh (for all 
names in Spanish should bo musical.) 
with a reminiscence of flute and guitar 
in them; dwells on tho dark olive faces 
aud jot black hair, the graceful foreign 
dress, curious short jackets, perhaps 
with bits of bright embroidery that 
loving hands had worked for them, all 
stained aud tarnished by the brine. No 
doubt some of them wore about their 
necks ft cross or amulet with an image 
of the "Blessed Virgin" or the "Sou of 
God," that they might bo saved from I diverampnts of the beach, and 
just such a fu.te as this, aud maybe 
some one among these smlormen car- 
ried against his heart a lock of hair, 


gunto, it is said, met her destruction 
here as late as the year 1813: aud there 
are famt echoes of other disasters of the 
kind, but the nameo of other ships have 
not come down to us. One wrecked on 
Appledore left only a quantity of broad 
silver pieces sprinkled about the rocks 
to tell of the calamity. 


'•A fisherman from Star paddling over 


in his dory to explore the coves for drift 
wood (for the island was uninhabited at 
the time) came buddenly upon the glit- 
tering coins. His 
amazement 
was 


boundless. 
After filling his pockets a 


sudden terror seized him; he begun to 
Lu\ve a suspiciou that something uncan- 
ny lurked at the bottom of such good 
fortune and fled home to tell his neigh- 
bors, who came in a b<xly and rn*de 
short work of ga'hering the rest of the 
treasure. Occasionally since that time 
coius ha\c been found about the south- 
east point, whereon the unknown vessel 
struck and was completely destroyed. 
Of course Captain Kidd 'as he sailed' is 
supposed to have made the locality one 
of his many hiding places." 


There used long ago to be an old 


Shoaler, a sailor, who had a wonderful 
power of brag, which he used iu telling 
tales of personal prowess. Onco when 
lie was in New Orleans, according to a 
yarn he used to spin for his neighbors, 
whin he returned to tho.lsles of Shoals, 
ue had a terrible yet successful encoun- 
ter with 13 "Spanish grandeers.', Ee 
was innocently peering into a theatre, 
when the "graudeors" foil upon him 
out of the exceeding pride of their 
heurl*>. 
(This was not in Havuua but 


in New Orleans, so back action proph- 
ets can make but little adaptation of tho 
incident) "Well, sir," he used to say, 


I turned aud I laid six. of them gran- 


doors to tho right aud SPV«U lo the left, 
and then I put her for tho old brig and 
1 heard no more ou 'cm.

IdarU and lustrous before tho washing of 
I the cold waves dulled the brightness of 
its beauty. Four shallow graves were 
quarried for the unknown dead iu the 
iron earth, and there they he, with him 
who buried them a little above in the 
same grassy slope. Two of them had 
gained the stone wall in front of his 
house, but their ebbing strength would 
not permit them to climb over; they 
threw themselves upon it and perished 
miserably, with safely, warmth and com 
fort close at hand ! A few steps from 
their resting place tho low wall o n 
which the two unfortunates were found 
frozen is falling into ruin. Afar the 
lazy waters sing and smile about that 
white point, shimmering in the brilliant 
atmosphere. How peaceful it is! How 
innocent aud unconscious is the whole 
face of this awful and beautiful nature! 
There is no head and loot of these 
graves. A few more years and all trace 
of them will be obliterated. Already 
the stones lean this way and that, and 
are half buried in the grass. Soon will 
they be entirely forgotten; and old, old 
world forgets so much! And it is soon 
thick with graves." 


Other words of Mrs. Thaxter in this 


connection have a double interest at this 
hour. One can imagine with what keen 
interest, were she still at Appledore, she 
wouM be looking ov.er the waves toward 
the ship that bold the Spaniards off 
Portsmouth, remembering the lifelong 
hold of Spanish sailors upon her poetic 
imagination. 


'The connection of Spain with these 


slands always had a'great fascination 
or me," she wrote. "It is curiom that 
he brightest and gayest of lands, all 
glow with sunshine and so rich with 
outhern beauty, should be in any way 
inked with this place, »o remote and 
desolate. 'In 1830, and afterwards, three 
or four ships used to load at the Shoals 
with winter and spring merchantable 
ish for Biiboa, in Sp»in,

HAMPTON BEACH, July 19.—The skele- 


ton of a man, apparently about forty 
years of age, was found under the bank 
at Big Boar's head on Tuesday, by Ar- 
thur P. Tucker of Haverhill. Tucker 
was walking on the b*ach when his dog 
attracted his attention by digging fran- 
tically in the side of the bank and un- 
earthing first a human skull and then 
the remaining bones of a body. Young 
Tucker immedintely notified Selectman 
Brown, -.vho summoned Coroner Rider 
of Portsmouth. The coroner arrived at 
three o'clock and after 
viewing the 


bones and carefully examining tho bad 
indention of the skull decided that the 
man met his death by foul play. The 
bones were turned o\er to Undertaker 
Nickerson aud taken to Portsmouth for 
interment. 


The hones were in the embankment 


beyond reach of the waves and had evi- 
dently been buried there years ago. 
How they came there or who the un- 
lucky person was is not known. There 
is a suspicion here thai they were land- 
ed here from some vessel, but careful 
inquiry among the old residents failed 
to elicit any information as to anyone in 
this vicinity mysteriously disappearing 
in the past ten or a dozen years. 


It was reported at first that the bones 


were those of one of the unfortunates 
drowned here on July Fourth, but Un- 
dertaker Xickerson states that they had 
been in the earth for at least ten years. 


Tho skull showed evidences of a bad 


fracture. The skeleton had been buried 
face up with one leg doubled up under 
the body. The spot where the skeleton 
was found" was within a few hundred 
yards of where the terrible drowning 
fut.ility took place on the afternoon of 
July 4th.

names of Marshall and Knox, left the 
tow n of South Seabrook in a dory and 
went to Hampton beach on a racket.

"I will narrate to yon upon this sub- 


ject," writes an old French chronicler 
of Louisiana, "the story of an Indian 
who was not in a humor to submit to 
this law. His name was Etteucteal. He

Tho honor came near having a 
fatal result for him. His wife fell sick, 
and as soon as he perceived that she 
was approaching her end he took to 
flight, embarking iu a pirogue 011 the 
Mississippi, aud sought a refuge in New 
Orleans.
